Growing Student Bodies

While not offering any defnite plan whereby enrolment can 


'•be reduced, President Lowell of Harvard University has rec- 
ommended to the board of overseers that some means be de- 
vised to cope with the .existing over simply of students— 
"condition which, he says, is growing worse each year. 


It seems an unfortunate condition of affairs when the num- 


ber of young men and women seeking education are forced 
to repress their desire for learning because the colleges of the 
country are too crowded to accbmodate them.- Out of the 
whole matter however, good will probably, come eventually. 
It is a recognized fact that a great.many of the freshmen who 


. enroll never complete their courses. Most of these students 


who drop out early in their academic career -are those who 
.had no very definite purpose in going to college and were 
im&ne too earnest in their intentions when .they matriculated. 


• As a result of the shortage of facilities, it is probable that 
more and more strict tests will be applied to those seeking 
•admission and the effect of this will"be to restrict college en- 
rolment to those who are in earnest. This will be a good thing 
•for 1he country and for the individual as well. Time that is 
'spent fooling in college is wasted, and the student who thus 
•spends his time might be better actively employed in a gain- 
ful occupation.

The Panama Canal, one ofxthe world's greatest engineering- 


triumphs and certainly the greatest of the United States, lies 
at the mercy of any first class fleet which cares to attack it. 
This is the opinion of navy and army men who have con' 
.ducted a careful examination 
ducted a careful investigation into the results of the recent 
•sham battle. 


This opinion is not the result of guess work or theories 


reached over desks in the war college, nor is it the opinion of 
•a slight majority. It is the almost unanimous opinion of every 
.military man who either watchedHhe actual maneuvers or 
who has had minute' reports of the fleet movements in the 
mock engagements. And it is based upon cold, acid facts as 
revealed by the comparative ease with which the attacking 
fleet threw salvo after salvo of blank cartridges (fortunately) 
into the defenses and at the home fleet which tried to pass 
through the canal from the Pacific end to the Atlantic. 


• It(would require $15,000,000 to modernize the canal's de- 
fenses. It would require another 515,000,000 to maintain an 
•adequate personnel. The maneuvers have demonstrated that 
the present defenses are 
1 woefully inadequate to cope with\n 


•attacking fleet of first strength. The total, military men believe 
required to insure this costly investment is but a mite in 
^comparison with the economic and military value the canal 
has for America.
